The occasion of this 
confession was in the meeting of the 
international congress of electro-rad­ 
io-biology. in Venice on a recent date, 
and as reported by 
the Associated 
P r e s s . 
The first confession was 
know ing t he origin cf life, 
w hat Marconi, on I his orrasio 
"The mystery of life is certie 
most persistent problem ever 
before the thought of ma 11. 
'I 
no doubt lint what from the 
humanity began to think it Ii; 
pied 
it self wit h I lie problem 
origin and its future— which undoubt­ 
edly is the problem of life. 
The in­ 
ability of science to solve it iv abso­ 
lute. 
This would Im* truly frighten­ 
ing were it not for faith.” 
While, of 
course, Mitreoni does not say so, his 
expression of ideas here certainly im 
plies that the theory of evolution has 
failed in accounting for the origin of 
life. 
The whole theory of evolution 
fails in the (tin* fact, namely. Unit 
since natural laws sire unchangeable, 
the process of evolution are not going 
on, for instance, in the transm utation 
of species. 
N atural laws are not only 
unchangeable, 
hut 
they 
sire eternal 
and ever present to operate, and will 
manifest themselves if there lie pres­ 
ent material on which to operate, As 
to operation of natural laws consider 
some very common things about us. 
W ater quenches fire; if fire and wit­ 
ter 
I k * present and the w ater comes 
in contact with the lire the fire is 
put out. 
lf w ater is confined it seeks 
a level. 
Electricity moves in a c u r­ 
rent ; moving in a current it produces 
light, heat and power if given a cir­ 
cuit over which to move. 
These n at­ 
ural laws were ever present w hether 
there he the fire, the w ater or tin* 
electricity on which the laws of na­ 
ture might manifest themselves.

have ever present the same natural 
laws 
ii i m I th e same material as on 
which the m itural laws might operate 
to product- life, to produce new and 
distinct species hut such is not going 
on before our eyes nor the eyes of tlx* 
.scientist.

conservation

marvelous adaptation of his constitu­ 
tion 
to surroundings,

lastly, 
the spectre of death places man, who 
wishes to explain the tormenting mys­ 
tery before a hook closed with seven 
seals.”
